Bills are pending seeking to open 
the rolls of the five civilized tribes 
to to,OOO or 20,000 Indians and near- 
Indians, so the interior department 
was requested to make an investiga­ 
tion, the results of which are giv­ 
en in the Pollock report now before 
the house committee. It goes without 
saying that the report does not give 
entire satisfaction to all the mem­ 
bers of the committee or to the mem­ 
bers of the committee or to the In­ 
dians. It puts the number of Indians 
recommended for admission to the 
tribal rolls at too small a number, 
eaves off too many Indians by blood 
and carries too many freedmen in the 
opinion of some of the committee­ 
men. 


It is admitted, however, that the 
report will prove a great help and 
bring the members of the commit tee 
nearer to a solution of the question 
. about reopening the rolls. 
The recommendation to admit such 
large proportioi 
‘ 
men is explained by Judge Pollock 
rn this way: When 
the 
rolls 
were 
made up originally, the commission­ 
er of the Five Civilized Tribes refus­ 
ed to accept the application of the 
Choctaw freedmen under the aet of 
April 26, I860, but the department 
j overruled him and directed him by 
wire to pass upon applications of this 
I character.

)efore the final closing of the rolls,

In the course of six years of revo­ 
lutionary ferment and aftermath, from 
December 7, I9d5, to October 14, 1911, 
the Russian authorities have confis­ 
cated issues of newspapers and per- 
idocals in 1,055 cases, according to a 
booklet now issued by the bureau of 
press affairs at the ministry of the 
interior. In 283 cases the issues con­ 
fiscated were totally destroyed and 
in 12 cases certain pages or articles 
were removed by order of the court. 
These figures refer only to confisca­ 
tions which were subsequently approv 
by the courts, or were actually 
ordered by the district attorneys. 557 
different publications were subject­ 
ed to confiscation on certain of their 
issues, of them 404 in the ‘Russian 
language. They occurred in 40 cities, 
St. Petersburg leads with 521 issues, 
Moscow, 102.
